E. Hugnes was formaily, indorsed as 
New York's candidate for President by 
the Republican State Committee at its 
meeting here today. 

The committee decided upon April as 
the time and Carnegie Hall, New York, 
as the place for holding the State con- 
vention which will elect delegates at 
large to the national convention at Chi- 
cago, nominate presidential electors and 
elect a new State committee. Justice M. 
Linn Bruce, of New York was decided 
upon as temporary chairman of the 
convention. 

Calls It Hand of Fate.

man he believed was the Governor of

“We have in our White House,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Douglass, ‘‘a man who has 
blazed the way, who has done much 
for the country. Let-us call this man 
the pathmaker.’’ 

Mr. Douglass declared that Gov. 
Hughes would be known as the peace- 
maker, and urged upon the committee 
that it was time every man made up 
his mind what to do. There should be 
no furthrer delay in voicing the senti- 
ment of the State as to its choice for 
presidential honors. 

“And the name I want to write on 
that banner,”’ said Mr. Douglass in con- 
clusion, ‘“‘is the name of Charles E. 
Hughes.”’ 

Mr. Douglass’ remarks were 
plauded by many of the members. 

F. J. Krake of Brooklyn, seconding 
the resolutions, said: 

“The Républitans of this State should 
justly and unitedly work to bring about 
the nomination of Gov. Hughes, which 
we are all so anxious to have him se- 
eure.”’ 

Timothy Woodruff Presides. 

The early indications had been that 
the meeting would not take up the 
Hughes candidacy, as it was the view 
of some of the leaders that a committee 
declaration was unwarranted and might 
be inopportune. But these plans were 
upset shortly before the committee as- 
sembled by the announcement of Wil- 
liam H. Douglas, member of the com- 
mittee for the Fifteenth New York Dis- 
trict, that he would move the adop- 
tion of resolutions indorsing the candi- 
dacy of Gov. Hughes for the presidency. 

Chairman Tin.othy L. Woodruff pre- 
sided at the meeting. Every Congres- 
sional district in the State was repres- 
ented. Former Gov. Odell was preseat, 
but took no part execpt to ask if the 
representation at the State convention 
would be governed by the vote cast in 
1906 or 1904. Chairman Woodruff inform- 
ed Mr. Odell that the. vote of 1964 would

Whether Whole Fleet Shall 


Go to Tokio Not Yet 
Decided. 





WASHINGTON, March 7.—Now that 
it has been practically determined by 
the President that the battleship fleet 
shall return to the Atlantic by way of 
Suez, the near approach of the fleet to 
its original destination—the California 
coast—has made it necessary for the 
naval officials to arrange the detalils of 
the itinerary for the homeward move- 
ments. : 

Some to Go to Japan. 

It is expected that in the course of a 
few days the formal orders will issue 
and all of the plans for the fleet's re- 
turn movement will be put into execu- 
tion. The point of doubt is the disposi- 
tion to be made of the ships upon their 
arrival in Asinn waters, for while it is 
reasonably certain that some of them 
will be sent to Japan, it is not known 
whether the movement in that direction 
will be general or confined to about 
four representative ships. 

Already several coYiferences have been 
held upon this subject between the 
President and Secretary Metcalf, Ad- 
miral Pillsbury, Chief of the Navigation 
Bureau, and Admiral Cowles, Chief of 
the Equipment Bureau, the latter be- 
ing specially charged with the duty of 
coaling the fleet. 

The last conference, held yesterday, 
was intended to place Secrettry Metcalf 
in possession of full information as to 
what had been accomplished by the 
Bureau chiefs in preparing for the re- 
turn cruise. He was satisfied with the 
result. 

Preparing to Coal Fleet. 

Admiral Cowles has already dispatchec 
large stores of coal to the Hawalian Is- 
lands and to Manila and he has further 
ascertained just how much fuel he can 
obtained at Port Said and the price he 
wlli have to pay for it. This is as far as 
he could go in the absence of official 
orders to make purchases. 

It is «the business of Admiral Pilis- 
bury to prepare these orders and he has 
already, after consultation with his as- 
sistants in the Naval Bureau, been able 
to frame them and lay them before the 
President.

Japan expects a reply by tomorrow. 
She will not tolerate China's offer to 
investigate the case; she insists upon 
apology for the hauling down ef the 
Japanese flag on the Tatsu Maru and 
she will not accept mediation, affirming 
that China is in error and that the facts 
are incontrovertible. 

Raron Hayashi, the Japanese minister 
to China, in delivering the ultimatum, 
made reference to Japan’s sympathy for 
China in the matter of the contraband 
treffic in arms and explained that China 
could not expect mediation so long as 
she did not admit the participation of 
the Portuguese. 

Says Japun Will Be Patient. 

TOKIO, March 7.—‘‘Japan will not re- 
sort to fore? in connection with the seiz- 
ure of the steamer Tatsu, unless com- 
pelled to do so by the action of China.”’ 

This statement was given to the As- 
sociated Press correspondent today by 
a high authority ‘1 the Foreign Office, 
who, continuing, said: 

‘We propose to exercise the utmost 
patience, and we fully understand the 
difficulty the central Government of 
China has in dealing with viceroys 
who possess extensive constitutional 
powers. 

“It is quite apparent that the Viceroy 
of Canton acted hastily in relying on 
information which stated that the Tat- 
su was engaged in smuggling arms. He, 
conceived therefore that he had a right 
to seize the vessel, when the facts show 
that the vessel’s papers, including & 
manifesto of arms consigned in regular 
form to a firm in Macao were entire- 
ly legal. 

Was in Portuguese Waters. 

“A representative of the firm at Ma- 
cao boarded the vessel accompanied by 
the Portugese authorities, before her 
seizure by a Chinese vessel. She was 
undoubtedly then in Portugese terri- 
torial waters. 

“The claim of Japan that this is a 
clear case of violation of her national 
rights, and an insult to the flag, was 
proved by the Chinese themselves in 
their offet to restore the ship, together 
with a further pPomise, received today, 
to reprimand the officials who lowered 
the Japanese flag. 

“Notwithstanding this, while we are 
determined not to concede what we be- 
lieve is proper, but ultimately to enforce 
our demands, should China refuse to lis- 
ten to reason, the world may rest as- 
sured that Japan will not act hastily, 
but will weigh her future actions with 
the utmost deliberation.” 

London Expects War. 

LONDON, March 7.—The question of 
war or peace between China and Japan 
is of the greatest interest to the British 
Foreign Office. There is still the chance 
that China may yield, but British Gov- 
ernment officials incline rather to the 
opinion that the Pekin Government, be- 
lieving hostilities inevitable seoner or 
later, will deem this as good a time as 
any for a trial of arms. 

It is realized that China cannot fall 
to appreciate how far she is outclassed 
by Japan as 4 military power. 

She undoubtedly counts on the Mika- 
do’s present financial embarrassment to 
guarantee against a prolonged campaign 
and probably regards the chagtes at 
least even that Tokio, realising the. 
acuteness of the Japanese money 
stringency, does not really mear to 
fight at all, but is simply trying to 
frighten the Celestial Empire into « 
surrender which will strengthen the Te- 
kio Cabinet and correspondingly weaken 
the prestige of the Chinese.

“I am preparing a statement for pub- 
lication,’’ said Mr. Ittner, “and until 
that is ready I do not wish to say any- 
thing. The report from Cleveland say- 
ing that I had recommended fire es- 
capes, and other things, was unauthor- 
ized.”’ 

Commissioner Ittner was reported in 
press dispatches as saying before the 
Architects’ Club in Cleveland that the 
corridors and. stairways of school 
buildings should be made thoroughly 
fireproof, but he was opposed to out- 
side fire escapes. He was quoted, how- 
ever, as saying that if the Collinwood 
school had been equipped with more 
inside fire escapes many lives would 
yhave been’ saved. 

State Pactory Inspector Sikes is 
continuing his inspection tour of the 
public sehools. With Assistant In- 
spector Hubbell, he has%visited the 
Patrick Henry, Tenth and Biddle 
streets; Douglas, Eleventh and How- 
ard streets; Dessalines, Twelfth and 
Brooklyn streets; Ames and Ames An- 
nex, Fourteenth and Hebert streets; 
and the Webster, Twelfth and Clinton 
streets.’ He found no fire escapes on 
any of the buildings. In the Patrick 
Henry School the fiy wheels on the 
engine in the basement were un- 
guarded. 

Can Force School Board. 

Mr. Sikes contends that the public 
safety act gives him the power to 
force the School Board to put fire es- 
capes on the buildings. He says that 
he intends to thoroughly inspect the 
buildings, and then insist upon com- 
pliance with the law. 


Warrant Aguinst Member. 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Falk- 
enhainer will issue a warrant against 
some designated member of the School 
Board Monday for violation of the fire 
escape law. This will be a test case. 
Bullding Commissioner Smith has sup- 
plied Mr. Falkenhainer a list of 50 pub- 
lic schools that have no fire escapes. 
Mr. Smith has been trying for two years 
to force the Board of Education to put 
fire escapes on the school buildings, but 

his demands have been ignored. 
The Building Commissioner's action 
amounts practically to an application 
for warrants against the Board of Edu- 


cation for violation of the law. Some 
lawyers say that the Board of Educa- 
tion is not amenable to the fire escape 
law, while others are of the opinion that 
the Board can be proceeded against like 
any other ey! age a or individual.

A franchise worth about $50,000,000 will 
be khuctioned to the corporation offer- 
ing the cheapest gas to St. Louis, if 
Councilman Crunden’s plan is adopted. 
He thinks that in this way gas should 
be supplied at a flat rate of 2% cents 
a thousand feet, instead of at a maxi- 
mum.of 45 cents, as at present, nearly 
cutting the cost in half. The city now 
spends $350,000 a year on gas. 

One proposition, said to have $20,000, - 


} 000 back of it, includes a plan to pipe 


natural gas from Oklahoma to St. Louis. 
fAttorneys for this company offer to 
make all the concessions demanded by 
the city. 

Mr. Crunden’s views as to a franchise 
auction are shared in by Councilman 
Norvell and Councilman Thomson of the 
Public Improvements Committee, which 
is now considering an ordinance author- 
izing outside capitalists to pipe natural 
gas from Oklahoma. 

Wants = Medel Ordinance. 

Mr. Crunden told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he favored the proposition to sup- 
ply natural gas at.35 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet only in the event a better offer was 
not forthcoming from some other quar- 


ter. 

“T believe we should frame a model 
ordinance and then get bids from cap!i- 
talists who want to provide the city 
with gas. The advertisement of that 
plan probably would bring half a_doz- 
en competitors into this field. From 
that number we ought to get a propo- 
sition that is even better than the one 
before us. If, however, we should not 
be able to get fairer rates, we could 
reconcile ourselves to 35 cents per 1000 
cubic feet.” ~ 

The men interested in the bill now 
before the Council state that they in- 
tend to expend $16,000,000 in bringing 
natural gas to St. Louis. An annual in- 
come of only 5 per cent net on this in- 
vestment would mean earnings of $28,- 
000,000 in the course of the 35 years for 
which the franchise is asked. It is as- 
serted that a revenue of about 9 per 
cent is derived from the sale of natural 
gas. On that basis the franchise 
sought of the city now is valued at 
$50,000

alize the original draft of the ordinance 
submitted to the City Council are now 
voluntarily proposed by Attorney George

The company’s plant at Madison, I1l., 
where 3500 men were employed, sus- 
pended about three weeks ago. 

Only a few orders are reported to be 
on hand at the St. Charles, Mo. plant 
of the company, which has been reduc- 
ing its force since January 1. 

Bussiness Must Improve. 

Unless business conditions show sub- 
stantial improvements all of the plants 
of the $60,000,000 car manufacturing com- 
pany throughout the United States’ will 
be closed down before May. 

Dispatches from New York a few 
days ago stated that the American Car 
and Foundry Co., instead of cutting 
down its force, had reopened a number 
of factories. 

This report was premature, according 
to officials of the company. W. K. Bix- 
by, member of the Board of Directors 
and formerly chairman of that body, 
says that no new orders have been re- 
ceived from the railroad companies for 
some time. °

BANDITS TAKEN 
BY FARMERS IN 
RCE BATTLE

Two of Three Postoffice Rob- 
bers Wounded During Fusil- 
lade in Woods. 








CAMDEN, N. J., March 7.—A pitched 
battle between farmers and three rob- 
bers, in which two of the latter were 
wounded, followed the daring robbery 
early today of thé posioffices at Ped- 
ricktown and Bridgeport, about 30 miles 
south of this city. The three bandits 
were captured. 

The robbers first appeared at Pedrick- 
town shortly after midnight and stole 
a team from a livery stable. They then 
went to the Postoffice, blew open the 
safe and stole $250 in money and stamps. 
The force of the explosion wrecked the 
building and set it afire. The robbers 
then fled with the team. 

Posse Quits Flames for Chase. 

Before the flames were extinguished 
the building was damaged to the extent 
of about $2000. While some of the 
townspeople were battling with the 
flames others organized a posse to cap- 
ture the robbers. 

As the robbers drove into Woodbury, 
after blowing up the Bridgeport Post- 
office, they were hailed by a police- 
man. The robbers drove the team on a 
sidewalk and all three opened fire. The 
policeman shielded himself behind a tree 
and returned the fire. 

Found Carrying Wounded Man. 

During the fusillade the men retreated 
and finally got away. Shortly after 8 
o'clock this morning two men carrying 
a third were seen at Wenonah and with- 
in a short time a score of farmers, well 
armed, gave chase and soon had them 
penned in the woods nearby. Both sides 
opened fire. One of the robbers fell 
and the second threw up his hands and 
surrendered. The third man held his 
ground for some time, but finally fled 
further into the woods, where he was 
wounded and taken prisoner.

Harry Schwartz’s Baggy Garments Cause Him 


to Be Bagged; Emil Zork Would Go to 
Police Court Without Any 








If Harry Schweartz’s trousers: had not 
been so loose he would now be at large, 
or, putting it another way, if his 
trousers had not been so large he would 
have been turned loose, or had they 
not been baggy he would not have 
been bagged, which leads to the thought 
that if he had had less knee room he 
would now have more elbow room, the 
logical conclusion being that a fit in 
time saves a fine. 

Schwartz's inability to explain why 
his trousers were so roomy caused his 
arrest by Policeman FitzGibbon as he 
was entering his home at 1212 North 
Eighth street. 

The explanation came when a mem- 
ber of the Lazarus & Altheimer Cloth- 
ing Co. at 824 North Broadway identi- 
fied the trousers as one of several pairs 
stolen from the store by burglars the 
night of Feb. -. In Schwartz's room 
woolen goods stolen at the same time 
were found. Warrants charging 
Schwartz with burglary in the second 


degree and petit larceny were issued. 

The pants were taken away from 
Schwartz, and he accepted the loan of 
another pair from the Carr Street Sta- 
tion’s stock of unidentified loot. 

Wears Borrowed Pants. 

Emil Zork, who refused to don 
trousers after the ones he was wear- 
ing were taken away from ‘him to be 
used as evidence against him, went te 
the Court of Criminal Correction Sat- 
urday morning, wearing overalls. 

Capt. Young of the Central District 
spent nearly half an hour persuading 
Zork to wear the overalls. He told 
Zork that it was cold out doors and 
that it would not look nice walking 
the streets without trousers. 

Zork let himself be persuaded by 


the Captain and donned a pair of the 
cast-off overalls of Jim Brennan, a 
police carpenter. He then went to 
court. He pleaded not guilty to burg- 
lary in the second degree and petit 
larceny charges and his case was set 
for March 23. 











RUDGERS CANO! 
COLLECT SALARY 
UR FEBRUARY 


As a result of the decision of the State 
Suprcine Court declaring the Court of 
General Sessions illegally constituted, 
Judge Hickman P. Rodgers, who has 
presided over that tribunal, will be de- 
prived of his February salary, amount- 
ing to $333. 

J. W. Chansler, stenographer of the 
Court, also will lose his salary—$150— 
and James Milan, as well as the jan- 
itor, who was to have received $60 a 
month. 

Although Judge Rodgers was required 
to give his undivided time to the work 
of the Generaly Sessions Court, City 
Counselor Bates notified him Saturday 
that whatever salary not already drawn 
by him must be withheld by Auditor 
Dierkes. 

In the case of the salary paid to Judge 
Rodgers during the previous. nine 
months of his term of office, Mr. Bates 
holds that the city voluntarily paid 
that money and cannot therefore re- 


cover it.
